Are Not Temperauce Drinks Inju- 
rious to Healthꝰ 


— — — 


The Views of Medical Experts on the Sub- 
ject -The Excessive Use Product- 
ive of Diseases. 


Since the temperance revival which has 
taken place in this city, the question of in- 
dulging in the less ardent libations knowa 
generally asthe temperance drinks has been 
discussed. The question under discussion has 
been whether the potations included in the 
general term ‘‘temperance drinks,’’ and 
composed of such fluids asthe grateful lem- 
onade, the reviving seltzer, the effervescing 
mineral waters, the transparent pop and the 
appetizing bitters and others ofa similar char- 
acter were pernicious to the health of people, 
orthat their use was conducive to general 
good health. Opinions of good authority on 
such matters have been varied in the past as 
to the general effect of these liquids, and while 
many contend that a judicious and moderate 
use of the various drinks _ strictly 
non-intoxicating in their character 1s produc- 
tive of good, others hold that peculiar dis- 
eases are the inevitable and ultimate results 
of such liquids. The great trouble appears 
to be in their moderate and temperate use, 
and almost all the authorities agree that ex- 
cessive and continuous drink, even of these 
non-intoxicating fluids, is sure te produce 
dyspepsia and diseases of the kidneys. In 
order to gain such information for the benefit 
of the public as was afforded by the medica! 
fraternity, a number of POstT-DISPATCH re- 


porters visited the leading physicians of the 
city, and secured the following facts and opin- 
ions on this interesting subject: 
DR. THOMAS O’REILLY 

has been an advocate of total abstinence all 
his hfe, and when approached on the subject 
of using such beverages as soda, ginger ale. 
seltzer and others of that nature, he said: 1 
um opposed tothe use of them, for they are 
injurious to health. I have been an extreme 
temperance man all my life, and day by day I 
learn that a temperate man can endure many 
more hardships than one that drinks 
at all, and I know these drinks 
you speak of to be very 
injurious. They bring on dyspepsia and 
thicken the coating of the stomach. Fortem- 
perance people to drink them but brings ona 
desire to drink intoxicating beverages. It is 
unhealtby to drink these, and sueh beverages 
should not be used at all.“ 

DR. HENRY VAN STUDDIFORD 
was next called upon. The 
openness the conversation, asked the physi- 
cian if he considered the excessive use of the 
so-called temperance drinks, including Ap- 
polinaris, seltzer, lemonade, soda water and 
others, healthy or injuriousto the human 
system. 

The Doctor stated that it depended on what 
waters were used, and to what extent they 
were taken. 

Well, how about bitters?““ continued the 
reporter. 

„The so-called Hostetter bitters and the 
general run of bitters sold are injurious to 
the human system because they provoke an 
excessive appetite and cause an over-eating, 
which is very debilitating when long contin- 
ued.’’ 2 

What are the most immoderate results of 
injuries from excessive drinking of these tem- 
perance drinks?!“ 

‘*Dyspepsia and a general derangement of 
the alimentary tube are the general 
diseases produced from this cause. Asa rule 
more liquids are taken than is required for a 
healthy digestion, and this is particularly the 
case in this city. I cannot account for it, and 
it may possibiy be due to the effect of the at- 
mosphere.’? 

DR. LOUIS E. BOISLINIERE 

was next visited. In reply to the reporter’s 
question as tothe excessive use of the tem- 
perance drinks, the Doctor said that the ex- 
cessive use of those liquids would iu length of 
time debilitate the stomach and produce an 
entirely different effect than what was expect- 
ed by those usingthem. Instead of building 
up the tone of the stomach they would des- 
troy it. 

In answer to the probable results of 
excessive use of the liquids named, he said 
that dyspepsia and kidney disease would gen- 
erallv be produced. 

**Why will such diseases be the results?“ 
queried the reporter. 

Because. continued the Doctor,the fluids, 
or at least most of them. are of such a nature 
that they stimulate the functions of the 
organs named too much. and if continued for 
any length of time the disease must follow.’’ 

Is soda water as sold in bottles injurious?’ 

‘Probably not when used in moderate 
quantities, but continued excessive use will 
produce the troubles I have named. Pure 
water isthe healthiest drink a person can 
use, especially the young children. Those 
more udvanced in years sometimes require 
something different, and then%claret and Bur- 
gundy wines can be used with great benetit, 
as they give tone to the stomach and assist di- 
gestion. The American wives are also verv 
good. These wines are also a strong antidote 
to intemperance,as it is a weil known fact that 
in wine-produeing countries the intemperance 
of its inhabitants is greatly reduced, if not ae— 
tually stopped.“ 

DR. P. S. O°REILLY 
thoucht that the moderate use of seltzer was 
bencticial, but ginger ale he denounced en- 
tirély. As regards coutinuous drinking of 
soda, seltzer, ginger ale, etc., he said he was 
opposedto it. Ginger ale he entirely con- 
demned, saying that the stuff manufactured 
here was not at all What was made in the older 
countries, and was injurious to health, even 
in moderate quantities. 

DR. THOMAS G. COMSTOCK 

was not prepared, on the spur of the moment, 
to give any opinion on the subjeet, but after 
thinking it over for afew minutes expressed 
himself us believing that, used in moderate 
quantities. these beverages would have no 
bad effect, but for continuous use he thought 
that it might be productive of bad results. As 
compared with drinking beer and whiskey he 
was decidedly in favor of the former beyvyer- 
ages. Dr. Comstock is not a teetotaler. 

DR. N. B. CARSON, 
in answer to a request for his opinion on the 
continuous use of the beverages, said:. 1 
am not —— to give any opinion as to the 
unhealthiness or heaithiness of these drinks, 
ax I have not given the subject any thought. 
and the majority of my geese: are non-tem- 
perance people, so that I have little opportu- 
nitaes to observe the effects. A 
tleman who has for some years 
a total abstinence advocate came 
io me the other day fortrentment. He said 
that bis health was broken down and his ani- 
mal spirits destroyed, and he held the use of 
such beverages as you speak of the cause of 
his condition. 1 can’t say that it would pro- 
duce any particular disease, but I believe 
that it night derange the system as this man 
said

DR. JEROME BAUDAY 
in reply to the question of the reporter said 
that the excessive use of any liquid was in- 
jurious tothe human system. He continued 
that the most natural drink was water, and it 


‘was never intended that any manufactured or 


veculiar drinks should entirely take its place. 
le thought there might be certain conditions 
of the system when some of the mineral waters 
might be used with great benefit. He hardly 
considered ‘* Bitters’? in the category of tem- 
perance libations, for he thought they were 
more Or less manufactured from alcoholic ex- 
tracts. He thought the disease most general- 
ly the result of excessive potation was dyspep- 
sii, the reason of which disorder was that 
excessive dilution of the fluids 
of the stomach was prejudicial to 
health by enfeebling the digestion. 
In reply to its effect upon the nervous sys- 
tem he stated that its effect was second 
in its character, and was the natural result of

a perverted nerve nutrition cause by disturb- 
ed primary digestion. g 

e doctor in conclusion. again repeated his 
assertion about pure water being the best 
drink, and qualified it by stating that there 
were certam pathological conditions of the 
human system when afew of the so-called 
temperance drinks might be taken with great 
advantage. 
DR. ROBERT J. O'REILLY 
said: I am not an out and out temperance 
man, though I believe myself and my brother 
bave done as much as any inthe cause. We 
did it in our practice. These drinks are un- 
doubtedly unhealthy. They are good oc- 
casionally, but to make a drink of them will 
destroy the health. The use often briugs on 
dyspepsia, and the horrible feelings that fol- 
low in the train of dyspepsia are indescriba- 
ble. As for Appolinaris water, that is used 
for medical purposes, and I believe very 
rarely asa beverage. The others, soda, gin- 
ger ale, seltzer, etc., are unhealthy,’’ 

DR. KOLBENHEYER 

could see nothing in the properties of mineral 
waters, soda water, or even ginger ale, that 
would cause any permanent injury to the sys- 
tem. As to them being a temperate drink he 
did not particularly class them as such. Ifa 
person desired a temperate beverage he could 
think of none more preferable than pure 
water, and if that was not conveniet the water 
that we are compelled to drink daily as it 
comes from the Mississiopi in its muddy con- 
dition was acceptable. There has always been 
a certain prejudice against soda water on ac- 
count ofthe acid used inits manufacture, 
but it has never yet been productive of fatal 
effects, and the alleged disagreeabie conse- 
quence in imbibing too freely of it probably 
bad its origin with some one who compro= 
mised bis weakness for a strong drink by cry- 
ing down the former.

Devotion to Gen.

Declares His 
Indian Excitement 


He 
Grant—The 
Colorado. 
Ex-Senator Dorsey,of Arkansas,who ownsa 

valuable sheep ranch in New Mexico, was born 

in Ohio,lives in Colorado,has mail contracts in 

Indian Territory and votes in Arkansas, quar- 

tered bimself this morning at the Lindell. 

The ex- Senator when met by the reporter 

was surrounded by a few _ stalwart 

friends who were engaged in the 
famous struggle of 1873, when this 
wily individual outwitted the scheming ex- 

Governor of Idaho, Thomas M. Bowen, aud, 

before his naturalization papers were made 

out as a citizen of Arkansas, became its Sena- 
tor. Mr. Dorsey hase just returned from 

Silver City, Colorado, whither he has been 

looking afterhis mining interests. Coming 

from this quarter, the conversation raturally 
drifted into the channel of Indian affairs, and 
the question was asked if the prejudice 
against the Utes in Colorado was not exag- 


gerated. 

No, sir. I was at Pueblo when the twelve 
prisoners haited while en route to Washington. 
Three thousand persons were at the depot 
out of no curiosity to see the Indians, but for 


the express purpose of lynching them, and 
it was only en account of the presence of a 
few prominent men of the city that the 
twelve pieces of hemp secreted near by 
were not used for their lawless purpose. The 
redskins were rushed from one car to another, 
surrounded by guards, and the train signal- 
led to move on, amid the greatest excitement 
I ever witnessed except on the occasion when 
Grant gave Governor Brooks five days to leave 
the State-house and surrender the State gov- 
ernment of Arkansas to Elisha Baxter, the 
man whom I once placed tothe front, anda 
name that I now hold dear.“ 

Are you still a citizen of the State you for- 
merly represented as Senator?“ 

„still claim Arkansas as my home and will 
do alll canto advance her interests.*’ The 
ex-Senator further stated that the Republican 
party of Arkansas was thoroughly organized, 
and would be fully represented at the Na- 
tional Convention, and cast its twelve votes for 
Grant for President. Ile thought that if 
Grant’s name was the first mentioned when 
the nominations were in order a vote by ac- 
clamation would be taken and he would be so 
nominated. The delegation from Colo— 
rado would come to the convention 
instructed to vote first, last and all the time 
for Grant. He could not say who ex-Seuator 
Clavion,. of Arkansas, was in favor of for the 
Presidency, but, as for himself, he was so in- 
ocuiated with the Grant fever, which is now 
contagious throughout the Republican por- 
tion of the South, that he intended to work up 
the boom with all the gigantic strength his ex- 
senatonal influence commands. 

Are the Democrats of Arkansas favorable 
to Grant?!“ 

Not a bit of it: nor are there any Demo- 
crats in any other of the Southern States will- 
ing ta give him any support. A solid North 
is the only reliance upon Which to base our 
hopes of success.“

THE U.S. COURT. 


Various Items of Interest from the Fed- 
eral Tribunals—The Koniackers. 
The case of Downton against the Yaeger 
Milling Company is to-day being argued be- 
fore Judge Treat in the Circuit Court.

Judge Treat seems to be indisposed to sen- 
tence the prisoners lately convicted of coun- 
terfeiting ia connection with Biebuseh. In 
fact. it issaid that the Judge always dreads 
to pass a sentence. He is naturally somewhat 
tender-hearted,and it is exceedingly disagree- 
able to him to send a poor fellow away to the 
Penitentiary. Mrs. Thomas, the wife of the 
reaéher, has been writing some very feeling 
etters to District-Attorney Bliss in order to 
ersuade him to deal gently with her 
usband. She says Mr. Thomas always 
kept good company before he was arrested for 
counterfeiting, and that if the Judge and 
District Attornev will only give hir the light- 
est possible sentence, they will be rewarded 
with shining crowns inthe world to come, 
where Mrs. Thomas and the ‘‘preacher’’ 
both expect to sing in the choir. 
District Attorney Bliss is not very hopeful 
about bringing the Conkling cases to trial 
next month. He seems to think the policy 
of the defense is delay and that in order to se- 
cureit they will makeevery possible excuse. 
Thus they expect to wear out the prosecution 
and finally get ahung jury. 


THE ROSS MURDER TRIAL. 


Commencement of Proceedings in the 
Criminal Court To-Day. 


After several cases were passed upon in the 
Criminal Court this morning William J. Ross 
was put upon trial for his life for the murder 
of Lewis Montgomery at Cheltenham in Feb- 
ruary iast. The prisoner is a very light and 


rather young mulatto, with bad eyes and a 
vindictive face. He had evidently just been 
shaved and had bis hair sweetoiled just before 
coming into court. His clothes fitted him 
nicely, and on the whole he looked more 
like a cheeky hotel waiter than an 
inmate of a prison who stands an excellent 
chance for the penitentiary, if not for the gal- 
lows. Thereis said to be one witness for the 
State absent in Leadville, who is verv im- 
portantto the establishment of the guilt of 
the accused, and this absence may break 
down the prosecution badly. The absent 
witness isa Joe Parker. Besides this testi- 
mony, however. the State expects to make a 
strong case against the accused, but before 
the trial begins there is no telling in what di- 
rection the verdict will go. The balance of 
opinion seems to meline in the minds of 
the lawyers present to the view that 
Ross will be cleared. The morning hours 
were consumed in securing a jury, which 
Was an extremely difficult thingto do. Each 
juror was very closely catechised by the at- 
torneys, and differences of opinion were quite 
frequent. The State was, of course, repre- 
sented by Circuit Attorney Normile and Mr. 
Murphy, and the defense by Judge Jones and 
Mr. Castleman.

In Circuit Court No. 2this morning the 
trial of the case of the Carondelet Savings 
Bank against Eugene L. Marshall to compel 
assessment of stock as directed by the bank 
officials was taken up and tried.

M. Lichtenstein against Starn, judgmeut was 
given for the plaintiff for $1,140. Iu the 
ease of John Wink against Sutz, a verdict Was 
given this morning in favor of the plaintiff 
for 16 cents. 


The Criminal Court. 

Inthe Criminal Court to-day Henry Wil- 
son’s case was continued generally. He is 
charged with robbery, and the presecuting 
witness cannot be found. Mary Murphy and 
Edward Grassmuck, witnesses for the de- 
fendantin the Muncie Burns case, were or- 
dered attached. The case of Valentine 
Ruob, charged with burglary and lar- 
ceny, was continued by the defendant 
by consent. Matt Morrissey pleaded guilty to 
petit larceny and was sentenced to the Work- 
house fer eight months. 

Joseph Michael Kotovsky, who is charged 
with murder, appeared before Judge Laugh- 
lin by his attorney this morning and asked for 
a special venireſto try his case. The order was 
granted upon condition that the prisoner pay 
$200 for the expenses of the panel.

Damage Suit. 

On the 12th of last September Wilhelmina 
Hunz, a minor child of M. Hunz and Lizzie 
liunz, his wife, was run over by a car on the 
line of the Tower Grove and Lafayette Rail- 
way Company, and badly injured. From the 
injuries received at that time the child is said 
to have died.

CORONER’S INQUEST. 


How August Strele was Killed at the 
Helmbacher Forge.

Icalled the deveased 
back and told him I had a rope. and to stay 
there until I could get it. I then got a lamp 
and went to look for it. As I kneit on the 


platform I saw Strele turn to bead me 
off. 1 told him the second time to stay 
back, and added, ‘‘There is a hole 
there. I then grabbed for the rope, and then 
I heard a noise as if a board was breaking. | 
looked up, and saw only the hands and head 
of deceased. I called to the engineer to ‘shut 
down,’ and he did so. I then said that 
Strele, the second helper, had fallen into the 
pulley-pit. I opened the door of the pit and 
jumped down, and found Strele lying under- 
neath the pullies. I am sure that no one was. 
to blame but the deceased himself. ”? 

Several other witnesses corroborated Fisch- 
er’s statement. Coroner Auler rendered a 
verdict of accidentai death.

Disastrous Effects of Wind and Snow 
in Oregon, 


Buildings Demolished, Traffic Suspend- 
ed and Several Lives Lost.

SAN FRANCISCO, January 14.—Telegraphic 
communication wifff Portland, which has 
been interrupted for a week, was restored to- 
day. Dispatches state that on the 9th instant 
Portland was visited by the most severe storm 
known since the settlement of the country. 
The direction of the wind at the commence- 
ment of the storm was southwest, but later it 
veered to the south. But little rain accompa- 
nied the storm, though heavy clouds passed 
overhead during its continuance. 

THE DAMAGE 
to property in the city will not fall short of 
$75,000. The steeple of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church was prostrated, and seven small 
houses blown down. Many roofs were ripped 
off, including the roof of the Court-house and 
a portion of the Newmarket Theater. Signs 
and awnings were blown broadcast. The 
Willamette River was rougher than ever 
known before, but little damage 
resulted to boats and shipping. 
While the gale was at its height Bremen Hall, 
a large two-story wooden building, was pros- 
trated and four men caught under the ruins. 
Jack O’Donnell sustained very severe inju- 
ries and Harry P. Heinrich was instantly 
killed. 
IN EAST PORTLAND 
the new Cathofic Church was prostrated 
and reduced to a complete wreck. A number 
of buildings in the same place were blown 
down or unroofed. Reports from the interior 
indicate that the storm raged with great vio- 
lence. It is not possible to estimate the value 
of property destroyed, but it will errtainly be 
great, and the obstruction of 
the roads will, in many locali- 
ties, for a time stagnate business, owing to 
fallen timber and damage to railroad 
bridges. Railroad trains will be delayed sev- 
eral days. The lines between here and Dal- 
las are buried under fallen timber so deep 
that new lines will have to be constructed. 
AT UMATILLA 
much damage was done. The gale attained 
for a short time the velocity of eighty miles 
per hour. A number of houses were blown 
down. So far as knownthere has been but 
little loss of life from the storm. Great 
numbers of cattle are reported killed from 
falling barns and trees. 
MISCELLANEOUS CASUALTIES. 

Two men named Mason and Kandle were 
frozen to death Saturday night, near Young 
Station, on the U. P. R. R. 

At Tacentre, Washington Territory, a tree 
was blown against a school-house, demolish- 
ing it. Twenty children were in the build- 
ing. 

The son and daughter of John W. Bartlett 
were instantly killed and another daughter 
seriously injured. 

No damage to the shipping at Astoria. 

At Vancouver, several houses at the garri- 
son were prostrated. No lives were lost. 

There was much damage at Salem. A por- 
tion of the roof of the State-house was torn 
off; also the roof of the Academy of the Sacred 
Heart. 

The body of Jacob Swanger, aged sixty 
years, was found horribly mutilated in his 
cabin, Washington coynty, Friday morning. 
He was Fe murdered for money he was 
supposed to have in his cabin. 


The Storm on Puget Sound. 

SAN FRANCISCO, January 14.—Delayed dis- 
patches from Victoria and points on Puget 
Sound to the Sth inst. report heavy snow 
storm all over that region and some damage 
to buildings from the crushing of roofs under 
the weight of the snow, which lies from two 
to three feet on a level.

TALMAGE ON VISIONS. 


The Brooklya Pastor Cites Some Re- 
markable Dreams. 


{From the New York Times, 12th inst. J

vester day. Mr. Talmage’s discourse was upon 
dreams and nocturnal visitations. Whether 
jt was owing to some ambiguity in the ofig- 
inal announcement, or to misapprehension on 
the part ot the audience, the impression had 
got abroad that the reverend gen‘leman was to 
talk about ghosts, and some disappointment 
Was manifested at the dearth of specters. Mr. 
Talmage made up for the loss, however, by 
the dramatic enthusiasm which he infused 
into his visions.

The chief baker of 
Pharaoh had one, which resulted in his de- 
capitation. Nebuchadnezzar- bad them, and 
he realized the fate of the broken image and 
the hewn-down tree that he saw while aeons 
Mary had them; it was by a vision that she 
was warned to fly with her Child from Her- 
od’s wrath. Pilate’s wife was cautioned, in 
a similar vision, to let her husband have noth- 
ing todo with that just man. If you believe 
Scripture, you must believe that God some- 
times usedthis means in communicating with 
his creatures. But we donot need dreams 
now. The Scriptures are so full of direct 
revelations from God that, even if we get no 
revelations, no dreams, we ought to be satis- 
fied. When you have twentv guide-books to 
Pittsburg or London, or Glasgow, do you 
need a vision of the night to tell you the way? 
The Bible is our grand guide-book—our mag- 
nificent directory, and while we have it there 
is no need for us to seek other sources of in- 
spiration. 1 

People should not study dreams too 
much. There are so many ways of interpret- 
ing themthatit addles the brain toget a 
satisfactory one. If you take a corpse by the 
hand, you are going to die: if you enter a 
garden, you are booked for a sepulcher. If 
something happens afterward that chances to 
coincide with what you Lave seen, you say, 1 
know it—I dreamed it.’ If nothing happens, 
‘Of course not—dreams go by contraries.’ 
Sleep is the best corrective of undue dream- 
ing. Sound sleep has received greét honor 
ever since Adam slept through that surgical 
operation that gave him Eve. [Laughter.] 
But sleep as sound as that is not needed now- 
adays, and the man who wants to catch an 
Eve these times here Mr. Talmage’s eye fell 
suggestively upon a rosy-cheeked young 
lady in the aisle beneath 
Dim! must be . wide awake. 
{Laughter and blushes.] With the Bible 
in our hands, we, in these days, have little 
need for guidance of that sort. The Chinese 
and 1 wanted it, because they had no 
Bible. To this day the Chinese believe that 
their Emperor, august brother of the sunand 
moon as be is, gets his instructions from God 
in dreams. Homer believed, and he tells us 
in the **Iliad,’’ that dreams werethe messen- 
gers of Jove. But why-should we, with our 
Bible, resort to the weak device of these far- 
off heathens’ Why should Stowe or Barnegat 
Light compete with a fire-fly. But even the 
most common of dreams are not without their 
uses. They prove the separate entity of the 
soul and body. In dreams the soul leaves the 
body, and in a breath is watft- 
ed 3.000 miles across the Atlan- 
tic, in o second of time goes back eighty 
vears. The vast majority of dreams result 
from disturbed physical conditions. Job had 
carbuncles, and he got seared. He said: 
Thou scarest me at night.’ Countless ex- 
periments show how readily the dream fits it- 
self to the physicai condition of the dreamer. 
A learned man put botties of hot water to his 
feet. and dreamed that he was climbing 
Mount tna. [Laughter.] Anything you 
see when under the influence of chloral or 
hasbeesh or opium or brandy,’’ added Mr. 
Talmage, in a confidential word to the con- 
rregation, „is not a revelation of the Lord.

FRONTIER FREAKS OF LOVE, 


Which Have Cost a Long Journey and 
Much Trouble toa Veteran. 
From the New York Graphic. ] 

The general court-martial now in session at 
army headquarters at the corner of Houston 
and Greene streets, in this city, will. it iv un- 
derstood, this afternoon have a case before it 
of unusual occurrence and romantic interest, 
the details of which have something in com- 
mon with the famous Corbin case, thut caused 
so much interest at Fort Hamilton and in the 
courts in this city about eighteen moaths ago, 
and which, moreover, remind one of the loves 
of Josephine and Ralph Rackstraw. 

The scene of the present cause of trial lies 
beyond the boumds of civilization, excepting 
the garrison of a frontier post among the 
homes of the Indians, while that of soldier 
Corbin was brought about amidst all the re- 
finements characteristic of asuburb of this 
great city. 


All the parties necessary for the present 


trial have arrived from Fort Totten, D. T., 
the military post of the Devil Lake agency. 
They are Sergeant John O’Shea, of Company 
A, Twentieth United States Infantry—a part 
of the garrison of that post whichis com- 
manded by Major Yard—Captains Taylor and 
Pattcrscn, and Licutenant Ribble. The Ser- 
geantisthe alleged culprit, and the three 
last numed are witnesses ngainst him accord- 
ipg to report. The charge against Sargeant 
O’Shea. who bas been in the military service 
of the United States for twenty-three years, 
is in substance an assumption of authority to 
the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
ciple. There are five specifications, and in 
them, as described in the redundant language 
of army regulations, is wrapped upa bit of 
interesting romance, which, as a framework 
fora novel, would gladden the heart of a 
Lever, and which, shows also that the biting 
blasts of winter and the isolation of the plains 
are no barriers to lovers’ plans. 

It seems, from what can be learned at this 
stage ofthe proceedings, that Captain Rod- 
ney M. Taylor, of the garrison at Fort 
Totten, had a daughter about seventeen years 
of age, and between her and Hospital Stew- 
ard William H. Wilson—a good-looking, 
soldierly feilow of about twenty-five years 
and an Englisbman’’—there was a mutual 
attachment. It is said—ministers being 
scarce in Dakota— these two lovers mutually 
agreed to enter the matrimonial state with 
such formulas as they could command, about 
four weeks ago. The event created much ex- 
citement at the garrison, and the result was 
thatthe commandant ordered the hospital 
steward into confinement. O’Shea happened 
to be the sergeant of the guard, and, 
instead of locking up the steward, allowed 
him the privilege of the guard-room. When 
night came on, however, in his good nature he 
allowed the steward to leave the guard-room, 
only to fall in a very brief space of time again 
under the eye of Captain Tavlor. Sergeant 
O Shea was then ordered to be confined for 
allowing bis prisoner such privileges, and it is 
this, it is understood, that constitutes the “‘as- 
sumption of authority prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline.’’ The case has 
other romantic features, but these will suffice 
to indicate its interest. Sergeant O’Shea, 
who bas a fine record as a soldier, having 
served through the late war in the Army of 
the Potomac, and dating his enlistment from 
May 24, 1857, in the First Artillery, then com- 
manded by the subsequent Confederate Gen. 
Magruder, is allowed to go on his parole pend- 
ing the trial in this citv. 


TOO MUCH VOODOOISM. 


Death ofa New Albany Barber Who 
Took the Voodoo Cure. 
[New Albany Special to Cincinnati Gazette. | 

To-day, Washington Johnson, the colored 
barber in this city who has been under Voo- 
doo treatment for his ailments, vielded'up the 
ghost. Deceased was a good citizen, and a 
man of more than ordinary intelligence. But 
with the superstition of his race still inher- 
ing, he believed in Voodooism, and when he 
came to lie down upon a bed of sickness. and 
despaired of cure by the treatment of a regu- 
lar physician, he sent over to Louisville for a 
Voodoo doctor, who professed an ability to 
charm away illness and absorb all disease 
from bis patient through his fingers. This 
Voodoo doctor is a venerable looking speci- 
menofthe genus Africanus. He is about 
seventy vears of age, of dark copper color, 
his face covered with layers of skinny wrink- 
les lying close down upon 
the bones, and his general appear- 
ance strikingly hideous. Upon each 
finger he wore haifa dozen or more brass and 
steel and silver rings. His ears were pierced 
and filled with silver ear rings, and altogether 
he looks more like a resurrected mummied In- 
dian than the venerable negro which he is. 
To the Gazette’s corréspondent he said. in an- 
swer to his questions: “Kin I cure de sick by 
layin’ my han’s on em? Lor’ honey, yes, I'se 
cured more’nathousand. It’s in de family 
to be doctahs, and we’s sent for to go every 
place. Yes, dere?sa charm in dem frogs and 
lizzuds and snake skins and alligator’s scales. 
Dey alays cures. [can go in de woods and 
charm the pizenest sarpent. I whistles up, 
and dey has to eum tome. My ole massa will 
beta million I can doit. Tells you de fac’, 
massa. Of course Mr. Jobhnson’]] git well. 
*Sease can’t say *bout where lis. I rubs 'em 
wid my ban’s, den de ’sease goes out and 
cums in dese rings, and I frows it off. Yes, 
massa, dis comes from de Lord. I jis can’t 
help it.“ 

But Mr. Johnson, afterafair trial of the 
Voodooist, and undergoing bas manipulations, 
gyrations, and other ‘‘poilyfoxing,’’ laid 
down in death, proving how even a Voodoo 
doctor may sometimes be mistaken, and how 
death cares no more for dried toads and liz- 
ards than for calomel and jalap.

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BEEF TEA. 


Some Advice to Those Persons who Use 


From the New York Times. ! 


The reason why beef tea is not so frequent- 
ly ordered by the physician is that its peculiar 
qualities are better understood. A more care- 
ful analysis of it has been made, and both the 
doctor and the nurse have learned when beef 
teu is useful and when itis not. There is, 
however, so wuch ignorance about such mat- 
ters that a somewhat brief explanation of what 
is beef tea may be advisable. In a former ar- 
itcle the nen-nutritive character 
of gelatine was explained. If 
men or animals were fed alone on the gelatine 
they would perish of inanition. Gelatine isa 
substance whichis not assimilated; it gives 
nothing of itself which can alone build up the 
human economy. As a vehicle of nutriment 
it has. however, great usefulness. Nitrogen- 
ous substances, the albuminoids and those 
necessary salts can be given in gelatine in an 
admirable way. Now, beef tea, unless prop- 
erly prepared, is, in fact, nothing more than 
a solution of gelatine, containing the salts of 
the meat. but withllittle, if any, nutritive quali- 
ties. Give beef tea alone to a sick person, 
and, though it may act for a time as nervous 
food,’’ just as would tea or coffee as a stimu- 
lant, it never could build up bone or muscle, 
and consequently that strength which the pa- 
tient must acquire to drive away disease 
would never come. When a soup or beef tea 
is made, the fluid itself contains mostly the 
gelatine, certain extractive matters, the salts, 
and some of the fats. The albuminoids, 
which existed at firstin solution, when the 
fluid arrives at the boiling point eoagulate 
and become almestinsoluble. It is the flesh 
which remains over, which may still contain 
the major portion of the nourishment, though 
not in a digestible. condition, Now, under 
certain eircumstances, when the meat is taken 
away from the fluid, in every 1,000 parts of 
soup there are rarely more than 10 parts of 
solid matter. Now, Liebig himself never as- 
serted that beef tea and extract of meat con- 
tained substances necessary for the forma- 
tion of albumeninthe blood and muscular 
tissues, and even more, inone of his latest 
articles he stated ‘*that those constituents of 
the meat which are soluble in boilmg water 
take no part im the formation and renoyation 
of muscular tissues, but by their effects on 
the nerves they exercise a most decided influ- 
ence on the muscular work, wherein meat dif- 
fers from all other animal und vegetable 
food. Now, the upshot of all this, without 
confusing the reader with the names of all the 
soluble compounds to be found in a solution 
derived from beef, is that this fluid has its 
sphere of usefulness, though it may be a lim- 
ited one. Such preparations, then, of beef 
tea which may be procured are employed only 
as mild stimulants. To make them nutritive 
the task is not a diflicult one. A good method 
is to take u reputable beef tea, such as is sold 
almost anywhere, and, having dissolved it, to 
put in it some very finely chopped lean meat. 
When this meat is added, boil in a water bath 
until the meat is cooked, and then you have 
not only the stimulating, but the nutritive, 
qualities imparted. What is most desirable 
to be understood about this is, that beef tea 
alone, ar beef extract, has a minimum of nu- 
trition. Some ten years ago there is no doubt 
that the wild use of beef tea had the most dis- 
astrous effects on infant life. As it contains a 
rather abnormal quantity of salts, with little 
of any nutritive qualities, differing as far as 
possible from milk, children fed with beef tea, 
if they did not die of diarrhw@a, perished of 
solute starvation.

A Queer Suit for Breach of Promise of 
Marriage.

Argument was heard yesterday by. Judge 
Wallace, in the United States District Court, 
inabreach of promise suit involving some 
verv nice points of law. Nancy V. Campbell 
has brought suit against her nephew, Dr. 
Orson L. Crampton, for breach of promise. 
The defendant is a leading physician, practic- 
jpg his profession in the city of Mobile, Ala. 
The two parties to the suit were residents of 
Mobile for several years up to 1877,and,owing 
to their kinship, were frequently in each 
other’s company. Although Miss Campbell 
Was several veurs the senior of the rising 
young Doctor, their constant companionship 
fed the flame of love, which was finally fan- 
ned into a plighted troth. The engagement of 
marriage Was made in 1873. It was net long 
after this strange and unusual proceeding be- 
came known, that Dr. Crampton Was admon- 
ished by his friends that a union of blood re- 
lations like themselves would be illegal and 
incestuous. This warning so alarmed the 
voung Doctor that he sought legal cougsel, 
and was informed that a marrfage such à he 
proposed would be hull and void. Dr. 
Crampton carried the sad tidings to his lady- 
love, butshe could not see any good reason 
why they could not be joined in the holy 
bonds of matrimony so long as they loved one 
another. 

Time rolled on. In 1877, Miss Campbell 
cyme North and establisued herself with 
triends in the State ef Michigan. A year later 
Dr. Crampton hied him Northward on a visit 
to Lockport. N. Y. While there he was ar- 
rested by officers of the law charged with 
breach of promise by his maiden aunt, Miss 
Campbell. She, too, claimed residence in 
New York State. instituting suit in the Su- 
vreme Court. The case was transferred upon 
the application of Dr. Crampton’s attorney. 
W. B. Douglass, of Lockport, to the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Northern 
District of New York. Last October, at the 
session at Albany, the ease was brought be- 
fofe Judge Wallace and ajury. The case was 
given tothe jury, without argument being 
heard upon the various questions of law, 
it being understood that argument 
should be listened to at the time of the rais- 
ing of the question of granting a new trial. 
The jury found for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$10,000. Yesterday argument was heard, in 
accordance with the previous understanding, 
for a new trial. 

The case is a very complicated one, and 
raises so many intricate and delicate ques- 
tions, that ita trial will make it a celebrated 
ene. Among the questions which the de- 
cision of this case will settle, are tnose of 
domicile, and what constitutes it; whether a 
nephew can marry his aunt; how far the laws 
of England governthe laws of the United 
States; whether first cousins can marry; 
whether a man can marry his brother’s wife; 
in fact, all questions relating to Levitical or 
forbidden decrees of marriage.

I find by experience 
that when fog gets into the head one’s ideas 
cease to run, and then it is best to leave off 
writing—on the principle so well established 
in connection with Mr. yers’s parrot. And 
certainly any one may be excused for suc- 
cumbing to the power of the fogs we have re- 
cently had in London, for they have scarcely 
ever lifted morning, noon or night, and peo- 
le bave gone about their houses all day with 
linds drawn and gas lit, wondering when 
daylight would ever be visible again. 
There are some men and women 
who are insensible to the external 
influences of the atmosphere; others, who are 
not so fortunate, cannot fizht against the de- 
ression which.the eternal darkness and fog of 
Londou are sure to produce. Each year, it 
appears to me, the evil grows Worse, and if 
it goes on increasing the great city will be ren- 
dered almost uninbabitable during the winter 
months. The experiment has never been 
tried have before of putting four millions of 
people down on one spotina humid climate 
and setting them all to work burning soft coal, 
the smoke and soot of which instantly -comes 
tumbling back upen their own heads.Some one 
bas suid that in order to get a very good ides of 
what London is like at this season of the vear 
yeu have only to poke your head up a foul 
chimney and keep it there afew minutes. 
There is not so very much exaggeration in 
that. If you go out for a walk you come back 
with hands afd face grimed with soot, with 
your collar and wristbands as black as if they 
ad been worn a month in acoal mine, 
and with vour lungs full of a sulphurous- 
flavored smoke. Inside the house everything 
is half spoiled. Picture frames get black, and 
a heavy layer of dust and soot deposits itself 
on all the books. A brass chandelier turns 
dark and corrodes in a week. Silver begins 
to look like dirty bronze. To look clean and 
feel comfortable are simply impossi- 
ble. A ‘‘boiled shirt“ is as black 
as a chimney-sweeper’s rag after 
less than two hours’ wear. For days together 
it has been as much as one could do to find 
one’s way about the streets. and on Christmas 
Sve the oldest Londoner could not perform 
that feat. There is much more horrible dark- 
ness than that of midnight, and itis that of 
midday in London during a fog. Literally it 
is a darkpess that may be felt and smelt too, 
and a very nasty smell it is. All the newspa- 
pers have been writing leading articles on the 
subject this week, but I can not see that it has 
done the least bit of good. The fog seems to 
have no respect forthe press. What is to 
become of us?’’ ask the editors. The only 
if one can manage it, 
shake the 
dust—or, greusy soot 
—of this monstrously overgrown and mephitic 
city off the soles of one’s feet. So many 
people can not live together in one place with 
healthand comfort. Some of us must go. A 
good many ‘‘go’’ much against their will, 
brought up with a sharp turn by bronchitis 
or some form of lung disease. The restof 
England, and half of Europe, is strewn with 
the victims of London. Yet there are people 
so infatuated as to call it a healthy city, and 
they pretend that the mortality returns prove 
it, althqugh it is well known that thousands 
who re@eive their death-wounds in London 
go abroad to die. The losses ina great bat- 
tle are not to be reckoned only by the dead 
who are picked up on the field. 
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A FLEET OF STEAMERS. 


How They Make Business for the New 
York Post-Office. 
[From the New York World, 12th. |} 

Six ocean steamers came in in a bunch yes- 
terday and gave the Post- office clerks a busy 
time ofit. ‘The steamers were the City of 
Brussels, ofthe Inman Line; the Cunarder 
Batavia, the White Star steamer Britannic, all 
from Liverpool; the Hamburg steamer Gel- 
lert, the Bermuda, from Bermuda, and the 
City of New York, from Havana. The Bata- 
via left Liverpool December 27 (two days 
after the Inman steamer City of New York, 
which arrived on Saturday), and was due 
here Tuesday last. The City of Brussels, 
which salled on December 30, and the Britan- 
nie, which sailed on the Ist, had shorter pas- 
sages, having apparently started too late 
to get the full benefit of the late weather, 
and the latter arrived on schedule time. 

Postmaster James was called down town 
vesterday to superintend the distribution of 
the extraordipary mail received. He re- 
mained at the Bost-office until 8 o*clock, when 
Superintendent Van Pelt took charge. The 
Postmaster said ‘ it was the biggest day in my 
experience, He had been gone an hour 
when the Bermuda, from Bermuda, arrived 
with 5,000 more letters. At the same time 
telegrams were received saying the Gellert, of 
the Hamburg line, would arrive at II, and 
the City of New York, from Havana, between 
10 and 11. Just 115,000 letters had been re- 
ceived from the other steamers up to 9:30, aud 
there was aa prospect of 40,000 more. The 
domestic mail was light, as is always the case 
on Sunday. The domestic mail and transit 
probably reached 50,000 letters. Oaly one of 
the three big steamers (the Britannic) which 
arrived yesterday was expected. and therefore 
only half of the working force was on duty in 
the main distribution rooms. ‘The Postmas- 
ter and all the under employes worked stead- 
ilv until. the Britannic’s mails were distribut- 
ed, and did not even stop for lunch. 

The City of Brussels brought 128 bags, in- 
cluding 30 for New Zealand. The remaining 
bags contained 55,000 letters, or thereabouts. 
The New Zealand bags came closed and were 
shipped immediately to San Francisco, The 
Batavia brought 406 bags, including 19 for 
New Zealand, and brought about the same 
number of letters as the City of Brussels. 
The mails by these two steamers were sort- 
ed, distributed, placed in the boxes and seat 
out for the early delivery at 3 o’clock. 

The mail by the Britannic arrived at 5:35 p. 
m. She brought 164 bags for New York and 
180 for New Zealand. ‘The New York mail 
amounted to 85,000 letters. ‘These were sort- 
ed and distributed together with the domes- 
tic mails by 8 o’clock. At 10 o’clock the 5,000 
letters by the Bermuda were inthe boxes for 
the early deliveries, The Gellert brought an 
extra French mail, and from 30,000 to 40,000 
letters in 60 bags. One of the German mail 
bags contains double as many letters as one 
of the English bags. The Gellert’s mail was 
at quarantine at la. m., and will probably 
be sorted for the early deliverigs. he mails 
of the City of New York will be brought to 
the city this morning.

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AT MENLO PARK. 


Mr. Edison Promises to Surprise the 
Doubters. | 


{From the New York Sun,12th. | 


„There's Edison's light!’’ exclaimed à 
assenger in a train tha: stopped at Menlo 

Park last evening, and a rush to one side of 
the car resulted. Two bright lights glowed 
upon Jamp-posts standing on the elevation 
opposite the railway station, and these were 
regarded with much interest and curiosity by 
the travelers. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
conductors say that this is a nightly occurrence 
on the road. In fact, passengers bound to 
Philadelphia. Baltimore and Washington are 
often unable to withstand the 11 — to 
see the electric apparatus in the brilliantiy i- 
lumined laboratory in the distance aud re- 
main for the next train. 

Mr. Edison says that all the lights are as 
brilliant as when first set up, and certainly 
they sbow no loss of intensity to the ordinary 
observer. So pleased is he with what he con- 
siders bis almost phenomenal successin the 
carbon principle, with incandescence instead 
of the voltaic are, that he proposes soon to es- 
tablish at least one electric station in this city 
—that is to say, a station that will supply the 
buildings in a radius of gone-third of a mile, 
Just how soon this will be he is unable to say, 
but be says he believes that he has a great. 
surprise in store for those who do not believe 
in his light. Either the ground floor, cellar, 
or sub-cellar of an ordinary building will, he 
says, be sufficient for his purpose. In this he 
will set up a powerful steam engine,a dyramo 
machine, aud several generators. Thence in- 
sulated wires will be led out toa number of 
buildings, and these will supply as many 
lights as are required. 0 

One of the most curious objects in Edison's 
laboratory is an electric light that has been 
completely submerged in a bath of water for 
several weeks. It is designed for submarine 
work and as ap assistance to divers in prose- 
euting their work in recovering sunken treas- 
ure, and in patching up sunken ships so that 
they may be raised. 

So constantly is Mr. Edison absorbed in his 
electric problems tbat his assistants say that 
he would forget to eat his meals and go to bed 
if he were not reminded of those things. The

A DESPERATE HAWK. 
A Chicken Hawk Captures a Mother 
and Her Little Son.

Callaway county can boast of extraordinary 
birds. Last winter we published the well 
authenticated account of a partridge found 
near Holt’s Summit, frozen on her nest of 
eggs; last week we mentioned the wild turkey 
hen found en her nest near Millersburg; this 
week we havea still more extraordinary oc-. 
currence for our readers. 

On Tuesday, December 30, Mr. W. C. Bug- 
by, who lives just west of Holt’s Summit, ob- 
served alarge chicken hawk perched ona 
tree near by his house and evidently waiting 
an opportunity to pounce down upon his 
0ultry. He took his gun and fired at tue 
1awk from his doorway, bringing the bird to 
the ground. His little five-vear-old son ran 
out,to look at it, und seeing it lying motionless, 
supposed that it was dead and took hold of it 
for the purpose of dragging it to the house. 
But the hawk was only wounded in the wing 
and was perhaps, playing possum.’ The 
tierce bird struck at the boy and fixed its long 
sharp talons in his wrist, piercing the wrist 
clear through between the bones in such a 
manner that it was probably unable to with- 
draw its talons. Then with wing and beak 
and its other claw the bird pitched into the 
little fellow and would have done him some 
serious injury, had not his screams brought 
his mother running to his assistance. When 
Mrs. Bugby found her boy inthe bird’s 
clutches and saw the blood streaming 
from his wrist, she attempted to 
seize the hawk’s neck, intending 
to throttle it and reiease her child. 
As quick asthe hawk saw her reach her band 
towards its neck, it struck her with its other 
claw, fastening the talons firmly mthe hand, 
and lacerating the flesh severely. Mrs. Bugby 
wes unable to free herself from the hawk’s 
grip. Then ensued a strange scene} a hawk 
holding in his fierce grip a woman and achild, 
menacing first one and then the other with its 
sharp beak. It was as much as the mother and 
son could doto protect their faces from the 
beak. After shooting the bawk, Mr. Bugby 
had returned to the house to put 
away his gun. The united scréams for help 
of bis wife and boy quickly brought him to 
their rescue. After he had killed the hawk 
withaclub he released the captives. The 
flesh of Mrs. Bugby’s hand was badly torn. 
and it gave her much pain. It was with some 
difficulty that Mr. Bugby extracted the talons 
from bis son’s wrist, and not without causing 
the little fellow much pain. He will carry the 
scars. for life. The hawk measured, we 
learn, four feet and six inches frow tip to tip.

Cold Weather in Europe. 
From the New York Times. | 


In answer to some of its readers, who are 
complaining of the extreme severity of the 
weather this winter, the Gazzette de France 
gives a brief table of the various excessively 
cold winters that have been known in France 
during the last five hundred years. In 1420 a 
large number of people were frozen to death in 
the streets of Paris,and the wolves, which were 


doubtless more plentiful then than they have 
been since, were driven by hunger into the 


streets ofthe French capital, and are even 
said to have eaten the corpses of some of thase 
who were frozen. In 1507 the harbor of Mar- 
seilles was frozen up, as it also was in 
1700, while the provinces in the 
southern part of the country were 
almost denuded of trees of semi- 
tropical growth. During this latter period. 
and also in 1783, the cold weather continued 
for such a length of time, without intermis- 
sion, that everything in and out of doors that 
could be affected by it was changed into an 
icy mass. The wine in the cellars had to be 
broken with an axe, and was sold to custom- 
ers by weight instead of by measure. In 
1795, the severe * ed frosts enabled a 
regiment Of French cavalry to gain one of the 
strangest successes ever recorded in military 
annals. The Dutch fleet was frozen up in one 
of the harbors of Northern France, and in this 
condition the vessels were attacked by these 
meunted troops, and, after a vigorous de- 
fense, the Admiral was compelled to pull 
down his flag. The cold during the middle of 
last month was for a few hours more severe in 
France than wy on record, the thermometer 
registering 28° below zero, Centigrade,which 
would be equivalent, by the Fahrenheit meth- 
od, to 18° below zero.

Moody's Monologue at the North Preshy- 
terian Church Last Evening.

His Text, In My Father’s House are Many 
Mansions —Sankey's Songs of 
Praise Prayers. 


A very large congregation was present last 
evening at the North Presbyterian Church, 
corner of Eleventh and Chambers streets, on 
the occasion of a meeting under the auspices 
of the Rev. D. L. Moody and Ira D. Sankey. 
For some unaceountable reason these meet- 
ings have been totallv neglected by the morn- 
ing papers. At an early hour the auditorium 
of that church was filled and by 8 o’clock the 
crowd was very large. While waiting for 
Messrs. Moody and Sankey the choir rendered 
anumber of sacred selections, including the 
hymns beginning with the lines, Good news 
from heaven; good news for thee,’’ Why do 
you wait, dear brother; why do you tarry 80 
long?“ I am so glad that my father in heaven 
tells of his love in the book he has given’’ and 
the Rock of Ages. The latter was render- 
ed in a creditable manner by a male sextet. 
At the conclusion of these songs Mr. Moody 
arose and requested the congregation to unite 
in singing the hymn 


Grace, ’tisa charming sound 
Harmonious to the ear. 


When this had been given the pastor of the 
church announced the death of one of the 
members of the congregation and stated that 


the funeral would occur this afternoon. Af- 
ter this announcement Mr. Sankey rendered 
the beautiful hymn 
One sweetly solemn thought 
Comes to me oer and o’er, 
Iam nearer home to-day, to-day 
Than I have been betore.’’ 


After a short and feeling prayer Mr. Sankey 
followed with Waiting and Watching,“ 
after which Mr. Moody read a portion of the 
fourteenth chapter of the gospel according to 
St. John commencing with: In my Fath- 
er’s bouse are many mansions.’’ The con- 
gregation afterthe reading of the Scriptures 
sang We Speak of the Land of the Blest.’’ 

Mr. Moody commenced his remarks by say- 
ing that he bad been thinking of the young 
lady whose death had been announced from 
the pulpit, and whose funeral would take 
place from the same place on the following 
day. But a few short months ago she was in 
perfect health, with no expectation that she 
would soon be called to pass to the other shore. 
Since the announcement of her sudden death, 
thoughts had passed through his mind as to 
the uncertainty of life, and he was compelled 
to admit that not one in the congregation 
knew how soon they would be called. In a 
few short weeks some of the congregation 
would die, and in a few years the entire 
number would pass away. He spoke of the 
transitory nature of our existence on this 
earth, and thought it was but a short time be- 
fore all would be in their graves. These 
thoughts had led him to think of 
the great compassion of the Son of 
God in trouble, sorrow and affliction, 
and on this subject he would make his re- 
marks forthe evening. He spoke of the del- 
icate and exquisite comfort of having a fellow 
mortal sympathize wich us in our sorrow, and 
this feeling was greatly enhanced when the 
comforter and sympathizer was the son of 
God, whose life, as narrated, was re- 
plete with these sweet offices to those who 
were in trouble or affliction. Mr. Moody de- 
pieted the difficulty of performing these kin l- 
ly duties in such a time, as the words, although 
well meant, were empty and hollow as com- 
pared with the 
TENDER, SYMPATHETIC 

JESUS 
when called upon to act on such an occasion. 
In illustrating this comparison of the Savior, 
Mr. Moody took the conduct of the disciples 
of John after he was beheaded to show our 
duty and privilege of bringing all our sorrows 
to Jesus. These followers of John took his 
beheaded body and buried it, like Moses, out- 
side of the promised land. And in their sor- 
row they went to Jesus and told him of what 
they had done and what had befallen their 
master. And Jesus was moved 
with compassion on the multitude that fol- 
lowed Him. Jesus looked into the hearts of 
those who composed. the throng of people, 
and seeing their individual sorrow was moved. 
Mr. Moody thoughtthe same kindly feeling 
was experienced by our Savior at the present

time for those who were in 


sorrow or afliic- 
tion. All that was necessary was for the sin- 
ner tocometo Him and place his sorrow and 
affliction at His feet, and Christ would be 
moved with compassion as he had been in the 
past. Christ had sucha strong love for all 
who were in trouble of any kind that He never 
saw it without being touched even tocom- 
passion. Mr. Moody cited the cleansing of 
the leper, and pictured with vivid details the 
sorrow of one affected with this dreadful 
malady. How the unclean man on first ascer- 
taining his condition must leave the friends, 
relations and —— wife and children and 
become a banished outcast, à living 
sepulchre ou the face of the 
earth. Our Savior was eo nizant 
of these dreadful sorrows experienced by the 
lepers, and when the leper came to Him and 
said: If thou wilt, thou canst make me 
clean,’’ the heart of Jesus was moved, and 
He made the leper whole and clean, and sent 
him home to rejoice with his friends and fam- 
ily in bis regained health and happiness. Mr. 
Moody also instanced the case of Jesus coming 
down from the mountain where He had held 
communion with the Ileavenly Father, and a 
father came to Him and asked Him to make 
his little son well who had been afflicted with 
a devil from infaney. The sorrow of that par- 
ent and the household over the boy’s afflic- 
tion touched the heart of Jesus, and He told 
the father to bring his son, and when the son 
came before Jesus the disease was cured and 
the boy became well. Thestory of the Good 
Samaritan was typical and representative of 
the great compassion of the Savior for the 
woes and afilictions of those on earth. 
Jesus Christ still continues to heal the 
wounds of the heart. and all those who 
believed in Himreccived the special benefits of 
that symputhy and comfort in all their trou- 
bles. The story of the return of the prodigal 
son and his reception by the father was indi- 
cative of the great love and forgiveness of pa- 
rents for their children who go astray and re- 
turn. The love of Christ was of a still strong- 
er character than even the love of a mother or 
afather. Mr. Moody related the incident told 
by a friend of his while at a dinner partv. 
The friend having left son.e article in the din- 
ing-room returned after the meal was over 
and found a rough-looking man seated at the | 
table that he supposed wasa tramp. The 
wife of the host was with this rough-looking 
individual, and onthe gentleman’s eatrance 
the lady suid: ‘*This is my youngest son, 
who is a great sinner, but has not forfeited a 
mother’s love.“ This little incident was re- 
lated to show the 7 attachment of a 
mother for her erring child, and the love of 
Jesus was even stronger than human affection 
for those who sin yet repent of their trausgres-. 
sions. 

Mr. Moody continued and said the whole Bi- 
ble was full of this compassion ot the Savior. 
The speaker then drew a pretty and

on the loss of her only son as narrated in the 
Biole. He then pictured the preparations for 
the funeral and its procession to the city of 
the dead. How it was met by Chirst, who 
commanded the carriers to lay down the bier 
and was obeyed.

This is certainly the era of suicides. Nev- 
er before were there so many people willing 
and anxious to shuflie off the mortal coil. 
Nor is the mania confined to any particular 
class or condition. It is contagious and 
attacks everybody. True, it does not run 
all the time in the same line. It takes queer 
turns and plays strange pranks. At preSent 
it seems to be taking its course among the 
lovers. It was only a few days ago that a 
very intelligent young lady in New York 
stepped up to her devoted father, and, hav- 
ing playfully asked him if he would not like 
to take a long journey, put a pistol to his 
head and blew his brains out, then turned 
around and did the same to herself. It 
was all because the old gentleman had 
offered a slight objection to her marriage 
with a certain young man who had 
already gone off to Louisiana and killed 
himself on account of it. This fashion of 
suiciding in pairs has come to be not at 
all uncommon among lovers. It has only 
been about two years since a loving couple 
in this, city went tothe Lindell Hotel and 
took a room as if it were the beginning of 
their honeymoon, and they were both found 
with bullets through their heads, he having 
the frightful weapon in his hand 
with which he performed the fatal 
work. Letters the young lady left 
behind showed conclusively that they had 
gone to the hotel for the express purpose 
of dying in each other’s arms. As soon as 
the suicidal mania runs its present course 
among the lovers it will attack some other 
class of people. It sometimes attacks the 
servant girls and plays havoc among them, 
and then it takes hold of the tramps and 
plays the part of a most beneficial exter- 
minator. Then it will enjoy a run 
among the bankers and rich people, 
such, for Instance, as Mr. Ralston, who 
in San Francisco, some years ago, found 
relief from the cares of his millions beneath 
the waves of the briny Pacific. Then, again, 
it goes among the politicians, and here ac- 
complishes a good work, the only cause of 
regret being that it should stop at all when it 
takes a shy in this direction. Now and then 
it seems to be guided by the lines 
of nationality. For instance, last sum- 
mer, its favorite fleld in this city seemed 
to be among our German fellow- 
citizens. Perhaps the French will take it 
this year.

But we can have little hope of this, since 
of all peoples the negro seems to live 
long, whether he prospers or not. 

The truth about the suicidal mania is 
that it has come to beso marked and 
distinct a tendency of suffering humanity 
that it is no longer to be con: 
sidered as a mere accidental off- 
shoot of some violent form of insanity. 
The disposition to commit suicide is just 
as much a*‘concomitant part of civiliza- 
tion and progress as the disposition to 
make money and live luxuriously. A few 
years ago the suicide was a monster; now 
he is simply a man who prefers death to 
some real or fancied trouble. No form of 
teachipg, no school of philosophy, no 
system of religion seems to be 
an effectual preventive. Humanity 
sometimes reaches a point where it is blind 
to everything except its own immediate 
condition, and when everything will be sac- 
rificed for the purpose of getting rid of 
some unendnrable burden.

SENATOR BayarRp’s financial resolution, 
cutting off the legal tender feature of the 
greenback, has been resting for some weeks 
like a fizzing bombshell between beth po- 
litical parties in Congress. The debate on 
it is likely to break out this week, and when 
it does there will be consternation all along 
the line. Mr. Bayard, it is understood, will 
bring his resolution out ot the committee 
and into the Senate, no matter whether he 
gets a favorable or an adverse report, and 
thus there will, in any event, be a debate 
and a vote, and a number of excellent gen- 
temen, Democratic and Republican, are in 
a painful state of doubt as to their most ju- 
dicious course. A dispatch to the New York 
Herald says that a good many wish Sena- 
tor Bayard was in Germany, or anywhere 
not in the Senate. They are not certain 
how many Democratic Senators can be got 
in the end to support the Bayard resolu- 
tion, and this doubt is as painful to those 
who mean to support him as to those who 
mean to oppose him. Those who favor the 
resolution urge that a unanimous Demo- 
cratic support of Bayard is necessary 
because it will replace their party on 
solid and old-fashioned Democratic 
ground, and give it about the only 
chance it has of electing a President. Those 
who oppose the Bayard resolution say for 
their part, in effect, that the party does not 
want to stand to Democratic ground and 
that everybody ought to rally to defeat the 
resolution and kill off these Eastern ideas. 
Among the Republicans the case is no bet- 
ter. In fact, it is worse, if anything. Sena- 
tor Morrill means to speak for the Bayard 
resolution, and a certain number of the 
Senators may stand with 
the Western Republi- 
cans are opposed to stirring’ the 
question and will do all they 
can to avoid a vote. The Democrats in the 
Senate fear that the shrewd Republicans will 
sit stilland let the Democratic Senators 
quarrel over Mr. Bayard and his resolution. 
But the Democrats are pretty sure of their 
revenge in the House, where Mr. Chitten- 
den and Gen. Hawley, who favor the repeal 
of legal tender, are at loggerheads with Mr. 
Price and Mr. Fort, who oppose the repeal, 
and itis understood that the Democrats 
have determined to give Mr. Chittenden an 
opportunity to devate the question with his 
Western brother. It may be inferred from 
this that Bayard’s resolution is likely to 
prove a veritable apple of discord.

WE must enter an humble protest against 
the practice which has sprung up in this 
community of holding the good Emilius 
Preetorius responsible for the conduct of 
the Interior Department. It is well under- 
stood throughout the land that Herr Pree- 
torius is the partner of Mr. Schurz in the 
dissemination of useful knowledge through 
the Westliche Post. This, of course, gives 
the Doctor a prominence which few men 
enjoy, but the mere act of enlightening the 
public through a newspaper in*common 
does not, as we understand it, give Mr. 
Preetorius the right to know all that is 
going on in Mr. Schurz’ department in 
Washirgton. Mr. Schurz does not visit St. 
Louis very often; in fact, not as often as he 
should for his own good. Itis not proba- 
ble that he sits down and consults the great 
and good Dr. Preetorius when he has 
a knotty Indian or civil service 
problem to solve. It is not at 
all likely that he telegraphs him 
when he is suddenly confronted with grave 
state questions, though the confidence and 
advice of a gentleman so uniformly good 
and wise would be of vast assistance to 
Mr. Schurz or any other man in a responsi- 
ble position. In view of the fact, however, 
that Dr. Preetorius is not running the In- 
dian Bureau and has no very close relations 
with the Interior Department, we must pro- 
test that the habit which seme of our news- 
papers have of interviewing him whenever 
anything of an extraordinary character 
takes place in his business partner's de- 
partment in Washington is nota correct 
one. Of course the mere opinion of the 
learned Dr. Preetorius on any question is 
always valuable, because the light of his 
intellect can clear up almost any opaque 
public question, but the assumption that 
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partment is so violent and unwarranted that 
we feel certain the good Doctor must blush 
when he sees his respected name employed 
in such service. 


Sox of the flippant newspapers through- 
out the country are disposed to jibe and poke 
fun at St. Louis because of the comparative 
failure of Messrs. Moody and Sankey to 
stir up a religious revival in our midst.

He is, 
essentially, a fisher for sinners. It is his 
business to call the wicked to the sanctua- 
ry. In this cause his St. Louis mission has 
not been a pronounced success. He has 
done an immense deal of good but he has 
not shaken the cohorts of Satan as it was 
hoped he would. Weare not prepared to 
explain this. It may be that we are not an 
emotional people, or that we are plunged 
so deeply into the mire of iniquity that we 
cannot be extricated. We are not willing 
to believe either implication, and we do not 
doubt even yet the ability of Mr. Moody to 
awaken the spirit in our midst. He should 
not be discouraged. Up to this time, Mr. 
Moody's statistics will probably show that 
St. Louis is the wickedest city in the land.

nati. Until he does, we shall insist that 
the newspapers which affix the title of The 
Wickedest’”’ upon St. Louis are guilty of 
libel.

From a telegram from Eldorado, pub- 
lished in the Post-DispaTcu the other day, 
it appears that Jay Gould has given assur- 
ances to certain Kansas gentlemen now in 
New York that the St. Louis, 
Kansas and Arizona Railroad is 
to be pushed vigorously forward to the 
Arkansas River next summer. Mr. Gould 
got control of this line when he purchased 
the Missouri Pacific, of which it is a branch. 
It leaves the main line at Holden, in John- 
son county, of this State, and goes to 
Paola, Kansas—this part having been 
originally constructed by the M. K. and T. 
Company and sold by it to Commodore 
Garrison. The Missouri Pacific Company 
commenced to extend this branch line from 
Paola last summer and had built some for- 
ty miles of new road when the sale was 
made to Gould. The original intention 
was to build this road into Arizona, and 
thus add to the Missouri Pacific 
southwest 
feeder. Gould will no doubt carry out 
this Man, and thus a new and rapidly-grow- 
ing country will be opened up to 
St. Louis business men. The portion of 
Kansas through which the line will run has 
not been yet penetrated by any railroad, and 
will no doubt yield a rich return in grain 
and other farm products.

THY telegraph brings an account of a terri- 
ble battle between a drummer for a Louisville 
clothing house, named Brizendine, and two 
highwaymen, near Jamestown, Alabama. The 
highwaymen attacked the commercial traveler 
in a covered bridge after dark. A struggle 
of Neat ferociousness ensued, but the man 
from Louisville killed one of his assailants and 
seriously wounded the other. The robbers 
were common tramps from Ohio, and knew 
nothing, of course, of the desperate character 
of bagmen, or they would not have laid hands 
on Mr. Brizendine.

As for his 
own opinion, Mr. Allen knew that a law of 
the church was extant prohibiting marriages 
under the circumstances presented in this case, 
but its observance bas not been universal, and 
is yearly broken in out-of-the-way places 
and among persons of obscurity. 

DR. ROBERT IRWIN, 
Superintendent of the Presbyterian Board of 
Publication, was well informed upoa the law 
in question, and cited many cases similar in 
character, Wherein negative answers were 
given to parties by the chureh who applied for 
marriage when one had a living wit- 
ness to former experience in the holy 
bond business. Important cases 
were in lowa, Indiana and 
Ohio. where ministers were par- 
ticularly anxious to join themselves to grass 
widows who were separated from their hus- 
bands for causes other than that of the ob- 
jectionable charge which entails so much do- 
mestic woe. Women worthy to be the wives of 
the most godly, but tainted with the legal 
stain of divorce on account, Many 
times, of the beastly habits of a depraved 
husband, are prevented from uniting their in- 
nocent souls to one capable of appreciating 
them, by the law of the presbytery. Mr. Ir- 
win only showed there was a law in existence 
decidedly opposed to such marriages, con- 
cerning which his views were very conserva- 
tive, and was disposed not to draw the Bibli- 
cal rein too tightly. : 

REV. S. J. NICCOLS 
said: Well, lcan not give an opinion on 
this particular case, as we have not all the cir- 
cumstances. There are but two reasons for 
divorcee in the Bible. viz.: Desertion or adul- 
tery. If the lady was the innocent party to the 
former marriage I believe this pastor has a 
right if he wishes to marry her. But 1 do 
not know the circumstances of this case and 
can not pronounce upon it.“ 

REV. DR. FALCONER, 

astor of the North Presbyterian Church, like 
Jr. Niccols, said: ‘*There are only two sutli- 

cient causes for divorce givenin the Bible, 
adultery and desertion. Now if she was di- 
vorced from her former husband for either of 
these causes on his part, I believe Dr. Madei- 
ra has a perfect right to marry her if he 
chooses. As for the remonstmance of the con- 
gregation I would not give a whit for that, as 
it is not their place to decide about the bibli- 
cal right or wrorg of his marrying this lady. 
It rests with them, if the marriage is distaste- 
ful to them, to object to him as their pastor, 
but nothing more.“ 

REV. DR. MARSHALL. 
an old Presbytyrian minister. said: I do 
not see why people want to marry divorced 
menand women. Ifaman wereto come to 
me and ask me to perform the marriage cere- 
mony between himself and a woman who 
had been divorced from her hus- 
band for any other cause than 
adultery or desertion, I would 
not do it. I married a couple u few years ago. 
a Major-General inthe army anda young la- 
dy. The gentleman's wife had obtained a 
diyorce from him, because in the army he had 
contracted the habit of drinking considerably, 
and she for this reason obtained a divorce. 
He never would have asked fora divorce from 
her. I married the couple. For a 
man to marry a woman who had 
obtained a divorce from her husband for any- 
thing less than adultery or desertion, would 
be to live in adultery with her. The Bible 
says so plainly.” 

REV. DR. GANSE, 

after the question was propounded, absolute- 
ly objected to giving any opinion on the mat- 
ter, stating that the last time he was an inter- 
viewee the interviewer failed to make some 
nice distinctions in reporting it, thereby mak- 
ing a very material difference to him, 
and for this reason he had re- 
solved never to be interviewed 
again on any topic. He further said that if 
he would give any opinion at all to the public 
it would be in his own words and over his 
own name. The reporter overcamethe ob- 
jection that inaccuracies might creep into the” 
report by offering te take the reverend 
gentleman down verbatim. Dr. Ganse 
would not consent to this. The questien was 
then put in the simplest form, inquiring the 
biblical right of Dr. Madeira to marry the 
lady, requiring but an answer of ‘‘yes’’ or 
no,“ but it was of no avail, Dr. Ganse 
would —＋ —.— no opinion, so the reporter 
gave up the task, resolving to ascertain here- 
after the willingness of the interviewed to 
give an opinion, if he had one, before pro- 
pounding the question. 
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70,000 BUSHELS CORN. 


The Cargo Gone South To-Day the 
Largest Grain Trip on Record—A Tow 
_ Tons— Freight Charges $29, - 
é . 


This morning there left for New Orleans 
the towboat Iron Mountain with five barges, 
and the largest cargo of grain ever sent from 
this or any other port to New Orleans. The 
cargo is corn, of which there is a total of 270,- 
000 bushels, taken from St. Louis elevators, 
one of the barges, the Great Republic, alone 
carrying 90,000 bushels. A few years ago 
100,000 bushels grain was considered a large 
consignment, and when 180,000 bushels was 
reached some months ago, it was thought by 
some that the maximum had been obtained, but 
to-day’s cargo is such a step in advance that 
larger cargoes still may be predicted. In fact, 
a gentleman connected with the owners of the 
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Iron Mountain and barges—the Mound City 
Transportation Company—says that with the 
river a little higher the beat could handle 
three more barges with 150,000 bushels addi- 
tional. For the present it looks as it 270, 


000 bushels make a large enough cargo for a 


vessel to take down the river, as the grain, at 
56 pounds per bushel, weighs 7,560 tons. The 
quoted rate for transporting this cargo to New 
Otleans is eleven cents per bushel—equal to 
19.64 per 100 pounds, $29,700 total freight 
charges. The president of this new grain 
transportation company is Fred. A. Schulen- 
burg» Henry v. Lucas, treasurer; and Otto 
ä secretary. Capt. John Green- 
ough is commander; Leach and Parker, pi- 
lots. Ofthe cargo, Ewald shipped 46,000 
bushels and Samuels & Co. 180,000 bushels. 
The barge Great Republic is loaded to 9 1-2 
feet. The estimated expenses ofthe round 
trip, allowing for 30 days at $250—a very lib- 
eral estimate indeed—would amount to $i,- 
500. The water way is booming ahead.

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IN DURANCE VILE. 
The Three Judges of Franklin County in 
the Role of Martyrs.

Three Months in Custody for Contempt of 
Court, and Still Refusing Submission. 


There are a trio of martyrs inthe custody 
of the United States Marshal at the Custom- 
house in this city who are deserving of honor- 
able mention in the history of the future. 
They are the three County Judges of Franklin 
County, this State. whorefused toorder a 
levy of taxes on the property in that county 
to pay a judgment obtained for interest on 
bonds contracted for a macadamized road, as 
they claim, contrary tolaw. Their names are 
A. J. Coleman, James M. Ming and H. W. 
Terschluse, and from present indications they 
will not waver in their determination to fight 
it out if they continue in durance vile from 
now until sprmg time comes, un- 
less a satisfactory compromise can 
be effected between the bloated bondholders 


and the tax-payers. A short history of the 
case for which they now resideina dungeon 
cell without telephonic connection with the 
outer world is as follows: A macadamized 
road was constructed from the St. Louis coun- 
ty line to Union, the county seat of Franklin, 
a distance of some twenty miles. Bonds to 
the amount of $200,000 were given, and their 
payment was brought into court where they 
continued in litigation for a number of years, 
until, with costs and interest, the amount was 
augmented until the total amount aggregated 
$487,000. A short time ago the holders of 
these bonds obtained a judgment in the United 
States District Court for interest on this sum 
for some $180,000, and the court instructed 
the county judges of Franklin county to 
levy a tax upon the property of that 
county to pay the judgment. ‘The mandamus 
was served upon the predecessors of the pres- 
ent County Judges of Franklin county. The 
three county officials did not comply with the 
judicial writ, and they were summoned to 
appear before the District Court in this citv 
on the 15th of last September to show cause 
why they had not ordered the levy to be made 
as directed. They came, they saw the higher 
court, and they usked for a continuance, so 
that they might be enabled to consult with 
the people of the county before forming a 
final decision. They went back to their 
homes and returned to this city on the 15th of 
October, and reported that they had 
not made the levy. ‘The following day 
FOR THIS CONTEMPT OF COURT 

they were placed in charge of the Marshal, 
and have continued to enjoy the hospitality of 
that officer's apartment, witha slight inter- 
misslon, from that dute until the 
present time. During the early 
part of November thev gave 
bonds for their return, and went back to 
Franklin county, where they heid a session of 
the County Conrt, and on its termination re- 
turned to this city and surrendered themselves 
into the loving care and protection of the 
Marshal and his assistants. 

This morning a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
made them a short visit and found them 
smoking and enjoying themselves as much as 
possible under the circumstances. They oc- 
cupy the western room of the Marshal’s offi- 
ces and have improvised a miniature dormi- 
tory. They report that they are allowed to 
have all the delicacies of the season in the way 
of edibles provided they pay for them, but 
that their room rentis generously donated to 
them. The room in question is quite large 
and has the three single beas of the — 
County Judges and also one that is 
occupied by a Deputy Marshal. They are al- 
lowed the range of the three rooms composing 
the Marshal's office, and are given all the pr}. 
vileges 

CONSISTENT WITH THEIR CONFINEMENT. 

The three gentlemen appear to be resigned to 
their self-inflicted punishment and console 
themselves with the thought thatif they 
should resign their position as County Judges 
there are plenty of people in Franklin county 
who would take their places with the know- 
ledge that in sodoing they would become pris- 
oners in this city. The trio are confident that 
they are representing the wishes and the 
voice of the people in Franklin county by re- 
fusing toorder the levy. and are determined 
to see it out until some settlement is made. 
In reply toa question as to what would be 
the probable result of the affair, they stated 
that of course thy could not tell, but did not 
suppose they Would remain in custody forev- 
er. A compromise has been offered by the 
people of the county in the shape of $300,000 
in six per cent bonds, while the holders of 
those bonds require $330,000 at eight per 
cent. It is difticult to tell what will be the re- 
sult, aithough it is probable that a compro- 
mise will be effected at some time in the fu- 
ture, when the three Judges who sacrificed 
their persona) liberty forthe county’s good 
will return totheir homes, solid for any office 
or position in the gift of. the people. 


A Neat Job of Thieving. 

Burglary at this season of the year seems te 
be the staple amusement of one class of 
the community. The jewelry store of Fred. 
Douth, 1718 Carondelet avenue, was entered 
yesterday evening and three diamond rings, 
worth $100, stolen. The thieves are describ- 
ed as being twenty and twenty-five vears of 
age; one almost six feet high, the other five feet 
seven or eight; both dressed in black clothes, 
with slouch hats. While these two 
were examining some shirt studs, 
a sudden noise was heard at the back of the 
store, the door was broken in, and a watch 
dog’s honest bark agded to the disorder. Mr. 
Douth at once rushédte the scene of action, 
leaving his two customers leoking over his 
tray of shirt studs. Although he returned 
almost immediately the couple had apparent- 
ly tired of waiting, and had gone off, and 
upon a ready-made inventory Mr. Douth 
found himself short as stated. Inasmuch as 
the exclusive and haughty burglars had issued 
no cards to the affair, the police 
were not present, although some 
of them dropped in subsequently 
to condole with Mr. Douth upon his loss.

noise was made by a confed2rate of the two

THE ROSS TRIAL. 


A Nice Legal Point Discussed—Belli- 
gerent Lawyers—Murder Trials Com- 
ing on te be Tried—Nugent and Red 
meier’s Chances. 7 
The Ross murder trial again took up the at- 

tention of the Criminal Court to-day, and the 

usual large crowd of witnesses and sight-seers 
was present. The conviction has become gen- 
eral that it will be impossible to convict the 
prisoner of murder in the first degree, and 
this fact has subtracted much from 
the interest of the trial. The case for 
the prosecution has been almost completed, 
and substantiates. the account given by the 

PostT-DIsSPATCH at the time of the murder. 

Montgomery crossed the road towards Koss 

and was then stabbed whea he came within 

reach of the prisoner. A very nice legal 
point was argued to-day, and no decision 
had been rendered at three o’clock. The 

State wished to prove by Montgomery’s wife 


what his dying declaration was, and this was 


objected to on the part of the defense on the 
ground that the law does not permit the wife 
te disclose anything whic her hus- 
band may have told her, a provis- 
ion which is intended to foster the 
sanctity of the marital relation. This is a 
novel construction of the old law, and it is not 
vet known how the point will be decided. 
The lawyers in the case, particularly 
Messrs. Murphy and Castleman, have 
had already several tilts, and the sen- 
‘sation-loving habitues of the Criminal 
Court are looking forward anxiously fora 
row and alittle contempt of court. 

Beside the Ross case, which has lost much 
of its interest since the evidence was heard, 
there is coming up on Monday next the Erb 
trial, and on Wednesday the Kotovsky trial, 
and both of these gentlemen have an 
excellent chance, it is said, to be found guilty. 
As soon as the Supreme Court acts upon 
eitherthe Nugent or the Redemeier case, 
both of whieh are now before it, the city will 
bave a chance to witness an execution, as the 
balance of opinion seems to be that these 
two persons will surely swing.

While a freight train was pushing under the 
bridge at Eighth and Spruce streets this 
morning at half past two o’clock, the end of 
the train was derailed and knocked against 
the wooden supports of the bridge, wrecking 
them and rendering the bridge very unsafe.
